in Paris “might bring pro¬ 
gress.” 

But Nixon said after two 
hours and 20 minutes with 
the President and top White 
House advhsers that there 
were no major developments 
to report. 

Nixon and his vice-presiden¬ 
tial running mate, Maryland 
Governor Spiro Agnew, spent 
what the nominee described 
as a cordial Texas afternoon 
at Johnson’s ranch. Nixon 


said his briefing stressed 
Vietnam.- 

“With regard to the key 
question of Vietnam, the 
negotiations are continuing,'’ 
Nixon told an airport news 
conference at San Antonio. 

“There are no significant 
news developments to 
report,” Nixon said. "There 
is still, however, a belief on 
the pert of the negotiators 
that there is a chance that 
negotiations might bring pro¬ 
gress."

A spokesman said the last Red Cross plane to 
fly over Nigeria from the Spanish island of Fern¬ 
ando Po to Biafra overnight Thursday was shot at, 
but not hit. It discharged its seven-ton cargo of food 
and medicine and flew back safely. 

But the chartered Swiss plane was forced to 
turn back overnight Friday. Its Swiss pilot reported 
he did not dare to break through “the solid fire w all" 
of Nigerian anti-aircraft guns.

itt-HE DANGER which Vancouver Island faces 
1 through the B.C. Hydro policy of meeting most 
of the electric demand with mainland power was 
brought sharply into focus on Thursday evening when 
the w hole Island was blacked out. 

B.C. Hydro says a failure occurred near the main¬ 
land terminal of the submarine cable system, and 
' ' “brown out” the Island was

had to be switched off until such time as the submaiine 
source of supply was restored. 

On July 11, we expressed our worry about this 
possibility, and welcomed the news that B.C. Hydro 
was belatedly recognizing the danger by changing its 
Island policy. 

The old Jordan River plant—the first hydro In¬ 
stallation on the Island—is to be modernized and 
expanded as a first step towards making Vancouver 
Island less dependent on mainland power for its elec¬ 
tricity. 

The new Jordan River supply In Itself will not 
avert the possibility of further brown or black-outs 
such as happened on Thursday, but it will help, and 
should encourage B.C. Hydro to go ahead also either 
with the temporarily-abandoned Nimpkish installa¬ 
tion, or to step up its plans for a nuclear power gener¬ 
ating system. 

This time It was lucky that the power failure 
occurred on land where it could be reasonably quickly 
fixed, but one shudders to think what would have 
happened had the trouble arisen deep under the waters 
of the Gulf of Georgia. 

Submarine cables—as B.C. Hydro has already 
found to its cost—-are not available at quick notice. 
Indeed deliveries from the manufacturers haw been 
running more than a year late. 

Last winter, even without failure and with the 
submarine cables working at capacity, the Island did 
not have enough power to meet peak winter loads, and 
trouble was only averted when industrial users co¬ 
operated to the extent of shedding the load at times 
w hen demand was highest 

A black-out in dead of winter would have been a 
much more serious hardship than was the one on a 
warm summer’s evening, and the warning to B.C. 
Hydro can therefore be said to have come at a pro¬ 
pitious time. No doubt it will receive the attention of 
Dr. Shrum that it deserves.

Museum Lacks Quality , Imagination 


In a museum, it’s what's inside that counts.

Unless, of course, the proj¬ 
ect is planned as B monument 
to a government and the man 
who heads it. 

The government will have 
spent about $ 10 , 000,000 by the 
time its museum archives 
complex is finished sometime 
next March or April. 

★ * ★ 

For this considerable outlay 
— since it was originally a 
centennial project the national 
government kicked in 
$2,500,000 — we get three 
buildings, the museum which 
opens Friday and the archives 
and office block which are 
still under construction. 

Speaking now only of the 
museum, its size is impres¬ 
sive Bnd the improvement 
over the cramped and dark 
old quarters in the east wing 
of the legislative buildings is 
vast. 

But is it good enough, 
considering the time and 
money spent? 

★ * ★ 

The appearance, I think, 
can only be described in an 
otherwise architectually 
inapp ropriate word like 
•'flossy.” It looks like the 
Palace of Culture in some 
small Soviet RepubEc and 
there is something reminis¬ 
cent in the whole design of the

Teachers Tliroiv Weight Behind (Continuing) Pleas 


Schools Starved for Libraries 


Greater Victoria teachers have begun putting 
organized weight behind the call for better school 
libraries, and here and there the situation is 
improving. 


For years school libraries 
generally have been, shall we 
■ay, less than adequate. Until 
recently libraries in elemen¬ 
tary schools were nonexistent. 

Tbas could be tolerated at a 
time when education was 
based on the teacher-end- 
textbook method. Today more 
and more youngsters are 
entering courses supposed to 
teach them to learn by 
themselves. This research 
takes them to the library. 

Too often, that's where the 
trouble lies. 


School libraries generally 
have too few books, net 
enough space to seat the 
students who want to get in, 
and not enough clerical help 
to allow a trained librarian to 
do his best work guiding 
children to the books they 
need. 

Either because of space 
shortage or failure to appre¬ 
ciate the value of a library, 
many are used tor non-library 
classes. 

Nearly a year ago the 
library sub-association of the 
Greater Victoria Teachers’ 
Association began planning a 
new submission (there have 
been many) to the district 
administration. 

★ ★ ★ 

During #ie winter all 13 
high schools were surveyed. 
Books were counted a nd com- 
pared with enrolments. Seat¬ 
ing capacities were tabulated 
and library utilization was 
analysed. 


None of the schools cam* up 
to the standards of the 
Canadian School Library 
Association, and ram even 
met the modest recommenda¬ 
tions of a government survey 
issued four years ago. 

The librarians’ project 
caught the Interest of other 
t e a c hers’ sub-associations. 
The social studies, English 
and science teachers joined in 
and endorsed the recom¬ 
mendations of the hbrariara. 


Of considerable significance 
Is the fact that the brief was 
endorsed even by the conser¬ 
vative principals’ and vice- 
principals’ suhessociaticn. 

As presented to the admin¬ 
istration recently, the brief 
advocated three immediate 
objectives: 

"Free libraries of regular 
classes and use as a study 
hal so that they are free for 
teachers to send Individuals 
and groups or bring in entire 
classes to use the library 
resources.

“Free librarians of non- 
library duties so that they 
may be available at all 
periods to give Ik necessary 
service. 

"Obtain more noivprofes- 
sional help for librarians In 
order to free them for their 
professional duties.”

asked more seating capacity, 
more librarians where needed, 
and more resources. 

“The whole thing turns 


around the new concept of 
education,” says Justus Have- 
laar, chairman of the GVTA 
English teachers' sub-associa¬ 
tion.

“At the moment they are 
bogged down in clerical work 
—endless typing.”

The teachers and librarians 
got no major promises when 
they presented their brief. 
However, the administration 
cnotd point to several bright 


spots. 

The government has given 
permission to spend $150,000 


in non-shareabte funds voted 
15 months ago by the rate¬ 
payers for library improve¬ 
ment. It’S now being spent 
where the need is greatest, 
according to assistant district 
superintendent A. J. Long- 
more. 

Shoreline elementary-j uni or 
high school in View Royal is 
supposed to open in Septem¬ 
ber with a library of 2,000 
books. TH5s objective stems in 
part from recent criticism of 
the aAmnistratian, which 
opened the district’s two 
newest schools — Richmond 
and Reynolds — with library 
rooms but no books. 


On top of this the admin¬ 
istration is now shooting for 
10 books per pupal instead of 
the "six to eight” talked 
about last winter. Spring of 
1969 has been mentioned as 
the target date for reaching 
this level. 

Ten books per pupil Is 
approximately the ratio re¬ 
commended in the govern¬ 
ment's Levirs survey of 1964. 
The Canadian School library 
Association reco mm e nd s 20 t o 
30. 

The biggest need remains 
space. This situation isn't 


going to improve under pres¬ 
ent txniding restrictions. The 
department of education last 
winter ruled hhrariee non- 
essential construction. 

Thos decasaon was made 
despite a departmental 
declaration in April, 1964, 
which said:

“The library is an Integral 
part of the school, rat merely 
an adjunct to classroom 
Instruction, This needs 
emphasizing; i.e., the convic¬ 
tion that a good library » 
indispensable to good school¬ 
ing; the fact that property 
organized and property «knto- 
istered school library service 
Is essential to all schools, 
elementary and secondary.” 

★ * ★ 

One continuing anomaly, 
according to an Informed 
source, is that the instruc¬ 
tional side of the education 
department advocates the rae 
of the library as a library, 
while t he adntinstratrve 
people consider it a full-time 
teaching area. 

Even ertightened princip a ls 
are forced to assign non- 
bfcrary classes to the library 
tor lack of other siiitable 
space. 

* * ★ 

Major Improvement tor «w 
school libraries will probably 
have to await results of an 
evaluation of school library 
service which wfii be tnder- 
taken by the B.C Teachers’ 
Federation this winter. 

The project, e ndor s ed -fay 
the BCTF last spring, prom¬ 
ises a set of standards 
“consistent with the emerging 
philosophy of education in 
British Cbhxnbia.”

turn of the century.

Some attempts are being 
made here to use ftim and 
slide projectors for display 
purposes, but not enough. All 
the displays In a major new 
museum like this one should 
be keyed to the mechanical, 
the visual end audio aspects 
of the exhibits. 


Stuffed animals, portrayed 
behind glass against painted 
backdrops, are simply not 
good enough, no matter hew 
well crafted. 


One local museum expert 
indicates the general^ disap¬ 
pointment when he say^v “I’m 
not ungrateful for whAfr we 
have received (in display 
funds) but we could have done 
a lot more with more money. 
Our budget fa pretty small 
potatoes compared with the 
spending in a lot of U.S. 
museums and a few others in 
Canada." 

It will take a lot more, both 
of money and imagination, to 
make this monument the 
really worthwhile museum K 
should be.

The 2,987 administrative and clerical workers have de¬ 
manded a 34.6-per-cent pay increase over three years. Their 
present average weekly wage is 580.30. 

The QLB has offered a 7-per-cent wage increase in Ihe 
first 18 months of a three-year contract and another 714 
per cent in the second half. 

The strike is estimated to be costing the government 
51,500,000 a week in lost tax revenue from liquor and wine 
tales while workers are losing 5240,000 a week in wages.

NEW YORK (AP) — Con¬ 
struction work on the temporary 
home of Montreal's new base¬ 
ball team can start almost im¬ 
mediately after the club's finan¬ 
cial backers make their first 
payment to the National 
League, Warren Giles, the 
league president, said Saturday. 

FIRM DEADLINE 

"We’re sticking to the Aug. 15 
deadline," said Giles, referring 
to the due date of the initial 
payment to the league of $1,- 
120,000. "I am confident about 
the financing.” 

Jarry Park, situated, in north 
Montreal, is to be used by the 
Montreal team until 1972 when a 
permanent dome stadium will 
be ready, Giles saiid. "We are 
hopeful that the permanent site 
will be completed even before 
that.” 

Giles explained that Mont¬ 
real's Autostade, originally se¬ 
lected as the nqw team’s tempo¬ 
rary home, was inadequate. "I 
saw it and was not too happy 
with it.” 

MUCH TO BE DONE 

The NL presidenl said Jarry 
Park’s present 3.000 seating ca¬ 
pacity would be increased by 
about 30,000 seats. 

"The park and its playing 
field will be fine as an interim 
facility. We had temporary fa¬ 
cilities in Houston, too, before 
the Astrodome was built. They 
weTe adequate and the team 


drew almost a million people 
there the first year.” 

In Washington, Representa¬ 
tive Henry S. Reuss (Dem.- 
Wis.) said he wired Eckert urg¬ 
ing the commissioner to call a 
league meetring to reverse the 


decision granting Montreal the 
franchise, 

"Milwaukee is ready to re¬ 
sume its rightful place as 
major league city in 1969,” 
Reuss said in the telegram. 
"Apparently Montreal is not."

Nickel Coins 
Sound Tinny 

By ARNOLD OLSON 

Hie reaction to tha first of the new nickel coins filter¬ 
ing onto Vancouver Island has been uniform, from Nanaimo 
to Victoria t Ugh. 

Everybody was anxious to see the new quarter (the only 
one of the new coins seen in these parts so far). 

Vancouver received a shipment last week, but none have 
come to Island banks which have asked for change. 

* ★ 

Lome Lewis, who has about 50 vending machines through¬ 
out Victoria, is anxious not only to see one, but own it. He 
needs to experiment with the new coins to see if his ma¬ 
chines will operate with them and still reject slugs 

“Can I have it? Can I buy it?’" he asked of the lone 
quarter I’ve seen. 

"Each of my machines has to be changed or the magnets 
have to be taken out, he explained. 

★ * * 

"When you remove the magnet, you remove most of 
the protection,’’ he explained. He added that the magnets 
set up an eddy of current which affected even silver coins 
and created a change in speed as they fell through machine 
selectors. The current made coins fall into specific slots for 
either acceptance or rejection. 

"They were amazingly accurate, even with old, worn 
coins,’* Mr. Lewis said. 

He said a changeover to new mechanisms would cost 
$17 for each machine. He added that although the government 
offered to pay half the conversion costs, there was still a 
problem. 

"You know how fart they are" he said. 

* i* * 

The government will make a profit in using nickel in¬ 
stead of silver and will use some of the profit to pay half 
the costs. 

Changeover costs may total $8,000,000. But government 
profit is expected to be "several tens of millions of dollars" 
according to a government official.

And I'm here 
to tell you that men who try to sell refrigerators to Eskimos 
have nothing on our Mr. Powers. 

His barber shop, you see, is located at 8857 Sunset 
Boulevard, which places It right in the midst of hippie 
heaven.

NATIVE LAWN — (J.L., Sidney), If 
you want a hard-wearing family lawn 
rather than a show piece. 1 think you 
would have more satisfaction if you 
embarked on a long-term program of 
recontflttortln* the native turf rather 
than plowing It under end starting a 
new one. Providing the site is reason¬ 
ably level to start with, it Is surprising 
how easy it to to “fame" a virgin sod 
and bring it under control. 

H the grass to long, have It cut with 
a scythe or a sickle-bar mower, 
reducing its height to the point where it 
can be handled with an ordinary rotary 
power mower. 

Thereafter, the most Important thing 
is to mow it frequently and consistently 
— twice a week during periods of lush 
growth — with the mower set to cut 
abort 14 Inches off Ihe ground. ’ It 
would be best — tor the first year 
anyhow — to use a grass catcher, (or 
there wffl be many seed heads of weeds 
to be gathered. 

This treatment atone — plus 
fertilizer dressings in early spring and 
again in midsummer — should give you 
an acceptable lawn. The regular 
mowing wil weaken the coarser grasses 
and encourage the finer, dwarfer 
varieties, while Ihe removal of seed 


heads should gradually eliminate the 
annual weeds. 

Persistent perennial weeds can be 
eradicated by wetting their leaves with 
a clover-dtickweed type at weedkiller 
applied with a watering can fitted with 
a dribble bar.

SOOTY ROSE — (E.Y., White 
Rook). The Mack deporit on the leaves 
of your roses to not, fortunately, the 
dreaded block spot infection, but a 
condition called Sooty Mould. 

Your roaea were badly infested with 
aphids, and the mould is a fungus 
growing on the honeydew or exudate 
hft by the aphids. If you keep your 
roses free from aphids by regular 
spraying, you won’t be troubled by this 
harmless but unsightly deposit on the 
leaves.

RED CURRANT PRUNING — 
(F.L.S., Victoria). The pruning of red 
currants and gooseberries is quite 
different from the treatment for black 
currants. Black currants bear most of 
thete fruit on new, young wood, end are 
therefore pruned drastically to encour¬ 
age new growth. Red cureanto end 
gooseberries bear tiieir crops on older 
wood and ere pruned much less 
severely. 


The job can be done any time after 
the crop has been gathered. First, 
remove any dead or broken shoot*. 
Next, take out any low-growing 
branches that touch the ground when 
heavy with fruit. Then take out any 
■hoots which are more than four years 
old, as these writ hove reached the end 
of their productive career. Finally, cut 
away any inward-growing twigs or 
branches to open up the centre of the 
totth to the light and air.

SUPERPHOSPHATE SOLUTION — 
(W.S., Victoria). I think any garden 

chemical works better and faster when 
it is applied in solution rather than dry, 
but the ordinary grades of super¬ 
phosphate commonly sold hereabouts 
are extremely (Mffciit to dissolve in 
water. 

One way at accomplishing this — I 
got the Idea from my wife — Is to put 
the auperphonphate in a kitchen bowl, 
add a Util# warm water, and “cream” 
it with the back of a spoon.

do with my Irish ancestry") 
says Vancouver solved the 
problem by pa*ing a special 
bylaw. 

The bylaw meant beach¬ 
front property could be sold 
only to the city. As houses 
purchased by the city deter¬ 
iorated, they were lorn down 
and room was made for 
parkland, Mr. Vessey says. 

"And that's why they have 
so much good parkland on the 
waterfront today," he main¬ 
tains.

He says Victoria just isn't 
interested in this formula or 
My other system that may 
put an end to the log-strewn 
condition of Gonzales Beach 
and other beaches. 

Among the many letters he 
keeps is one from the city in 
1967 thanking him for men¬ 
tioning the Vancouver plan, 
but pointing out that others 
had also made mention of 
this.

Moonlight Reflects 
Off Silvery Smelts 


II ts ■melt fishing time at 
Port Renfrew. It is also 
summer sterlheading. spring 
and coho salmon fishing and 
just plain fun time at this 
backyard playground for Vic¬ 
toria. 

Last week we described Ihe 
trip from Oalwood Comer to 
Port Renfrew, along die west 
coast road. This week w-e will 
continue along Port Renfrew 
Beach and on to Shawnigan 
Lake, using toe westerly end 
of the wavy bridge at Port 
Renfrew (where we stopped 
last week) as Mile Zero. 

Mile Zero — end of bridge 
at Indian Reserve land. You 
can fish below this bridge for 
big spiring and coho salmon in 
September and October. 

Trout There 

Mile .3 — Island Road on 
right. A drive for less than a 
mile up This road brings you 
to a bridge. Drive over it and 
■park and walk to San Juan 
River on right for a bar that 
provides good cutthroat trout 
fishing on a yellow or sflver- 
bodied fly and salmon fishing. 

Mile 1.3 — Road makes 
■harp right turn. H you find a 
place to park and walk back 
along the river shore or 
through the Indian Reserve 
property to the beach and the 
second mouth of the San Juan 
River you U'ill reach toe 
smelting beach. 

The smelts run from June 
uitil toe first fall rains. They 
don't come in on the beach 
every day and it is a watching 
game. They usually make 
their spawning runs onto toe 
beach just before dark when 
there is a half tide. The smell 
Indicates when they are com¬ 
ing. 

In Moonlight 

You see them on Hie crest 
of a wave as it breaks on the 
■hoie. flitting and turning 
about in toe moonlight. Then 
the wave crashes and hun¬ 
dreds of smelts wriggle about 
on the sand, spawn and 
wriggle back on the next 
Wave. 

A rtn on the beach could 
last 15 minutes or a couple of 
hours. Catching them is a wet 
job and usually entails e tour 
foot square dip net of small 
mesh. The smelt fisherman 
dashes in the water to meet 
Ihe waves, dips the net under 
w wave as it is cresting and 
ends up with anywhere from 
one or two smelts to 50 or 60 
pounds of the tasty five to 
seven-inch transparent fisdi. 
You can dash in with buckets 
*rd get some, or even scoop 
them u p on the sand with 
your bare hands. More serious 
fishermen use smelt gilinets. 

Delicious 

Best fun is to have a bonfire 
on the beach and cook them. 
Smelts are delicious evoked in 
butter. Don’t bother to clean 
them When they are cooked 
you can hold them by Ihe 
head and puli toe backbone 
and insides out of them, 
leaving just Ihe sweet, tarty 
fish. 

If you plan to take some 
home, our advice is to get a 
closed container. Their rather 
unpleasant pungent smell 
stays with a car for quite a 
lime .. . and it is a two-hour 
drive home. 

This bar at th*» mouth of g*e 
San Juan and Gordon River* 
i« also a good sp't to fish for 
cutthroat and salmon on the 
inside and in toe surf on the 
outside porgies (or stiver surf 
perch) may be taken, along 
with the occasional salmon 
which may go as heavy as 40 
pounds. A T-Spnon Is a 
favorite lure tor casting here, 
but Krooodiiea, Buzz Bombs, 
Deadly Dicks and other 
■poons wiM take fish. 

Surf Line 

Sport trofllers fish tor toe 
big springs and onho that go 
up to 20 pounds just outside 
the surf line along the beach. 
Springs now are entering the 
river, but the hot time is m 
late September and early 
October.

Johnson, who says he is a 
minister looking for a pulpit in 
Vermont, was arrested by state 
police Friday et Bethel, 75 
miles south of Irasburg, along 
with Barbara Lawrence, 23, a 
white woman. 

BAIL POSTED 
They were reteased today 
from Orleans County jail here 
after 51,000 bail was posted tor 
each. 

Mrs. Lawrenoa pleaded not 
gutty at arraignment proceed¬ 
ings in Vermont distract court in 
Newport Friday night. Johnson 
Mitered no plea. 

Johnson, his wife and several 
children came to Vermont early 
Sn July from Seaside, Catef. The 
Johnsons were the first Negro 
residents of Iraburg, a town of 
700 population near the Cana¬ 
dian border.

PHILIP BRETIIOI R 


Philip Brethour of Sidney 


By MARGARET WILLIAMS 

Planes and helicopters rise from 
the runways end cut across the 
wide shies. Great I eater bombers 
lift themselves into the air bound 
for a forest-devastating fire some- 
where in British Columbia. Far 
below, set in green fields at the 
very gate of the great Interna¬ 
tional Airport , lies a small and 
peaceful plot of ground sur¬ 
rounded by tall hedges and 
watched over by cypress and weep¬ 
ing elm. In the green grass of 
spring , white violets , blue cle¬ 
matis ami starry scilhis nestle at 
the foot of tiny graves , for this 
“blessed plot ” is the private 
cemetery of the Brethour family , 
a name not to be forgotten in the 
history of Sidney and North 
Saanich. 

From the window* of their hum* Phip 
Brethour and hi* wife Wtnnlfrad could a*e toe teM 
frees in the enckwure and toe monument torn 
which bears the inscriptions in memory o t Jane 
Brethour, beloved wtfa of John Brethour, who 
died June 16, 1890, aged 38 year*, and John 
Brethour who died in 18X1, aged TO. On the third 
side of the column i* he name W. H. Brethuur, 
their son, who died in December, 1911, aged 38 
years. 

In April of thi* year, Philip Brethour died, a 
few weeks after he had spent aume tone with us 
recalling event* remembered from a long and 
productive life. On the evening of las death he 
walked around hi* beloved garden fur the last 
time, noting that all was in order, the fruit tree# 
pruned and sprayed, die Bower beds weeded and 
•wecl with springtime fragrance. Perhaps he 
sensed that trio time had come for him to put 
away his tools and reri, and so, very peacefully, 
hi' fell asleep. 

Winnifrcd Brethour, alone now. lives on the 10 
acres of land aorotw hunt the t4d turpurt gate* — 
land winch was purchased finxn die Weiler estate 
when the government purchased the Brethour 
farm proper!)* for the airport. They took 58*4 
acres of the 100 owned by Stanley and PMHp 
Brethour, at the governments price. Tfw 
farmhouse, Janesville, in which Philip was born, 
was pulled down 22 yean ago when an exlfisko 
was needed for the runways. 
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The history of the Brethour family Is a 
»4orhk on* and Captain Tommy Thomson of 
Victoria, a euuain, has done aume interesting 
research into the past. St appears that a number 
of peugie, driven from the Palatinate, on the river 
Rhine, at the time of the Edict of Nantes, arrived 
in Amsterdam where the government eared toe 
them while Queen Anne weratiy made arrange¬ 
ments with privateer vessels to convey them 10 
gie cutoniee and America. One cf the weeds wa* 
wrecked at the mouth of the river Shannon, in 
Ireland, and the Queen than made provision writ! 
Lord Clare to deed them land si a shilling an 
acre tor as long os "grass grew and water nan." 

Included among toes* people were the 
grandparent* of Samuel Brethour who we* born 
in Rathkrie, Baliingren, County limerick, In toe 
year 1818 and wf» became PhMp Brethour s 
grandfather. When Samuel waa X hi* parents 
decided to sail for Canada, landing In Montreal In 
the spring of 1834. They seeded in the township of 
Georgina, near Lake Slmooe in the County of 
York. In 1844 Samuel married Margaret St. John, 
a daughter of Philip St. John, known a* the King 
of Brock. Margaret bore Mm 11 children in toe 
farmhouse where they lived for 29 years. 

Samusi Ik»d always had a lunging tor toe sea 
and haring to make provision for a large family 
of aona and three daughters ha derided to move 
to British Columbia and subsequently landed in 
Victoria April 10, 1873, travelling by Union and 
Central Railways to Son Francisco and from 
there by steamer Prince Alfred to Victoria, a five- 
day Journey. 

A neighbor in Victoria, Stephen Sandover, one 
day hitched up Ms horse and buggy and drove 
them agt to the Saanich Peninsula end here Mr. 
Brethour, who actually had toe cash In hia pocket, 
purchased property and divided it into ftve farms 
d appnndmateiy 100 aorta each, for his aons, 
John, Julius, Henry. Samuel and Weatey. The land 
was bought from a Mr, Munro, a Hudson's Bay 
factor acting tor the owners In England, and from 
a l|r. Menagh, and Samuel Brethour paid 
h eaw 'esn sight and tens dollars an acre. The 
property ran from what is now East Saanich 
Road to the sea. 

Ths father and Ms sons, John and Julius, 
moved out In May and cleared the site tor the log 
house on ths north section. In tori first year the 
family s l o shed and bunted 60 acres, fenced the 
*4i<i* him, ploughed 40 acres wKh a yoke of 
oxen and in the fag of 18T4 they thrariied 1.800 
bushels of grain. The toftovring year they had s 
team of horse* and Wtitkan Thomson d South 
Saanich threshed 4,000 bushels of grain for them. 

Samuel Brethour, Phttp't grandfather, 
wanted a family oecnetery which we* customary 
in toe east. He received permission from toe 
govememt tor a graveyard on his own property 
and tfite he pieced in perpetual trust tor his 
family. He died March 18, 18T7, and was the Brat 
to be buried there. Hia wife. Margaret, Ms acre 
and their families lie there today. 

Samuel Brethour * wife was an ardent ehureh 
weaker. A splendid nurse, toe devoted much of 
her time to oaring tor the sick among the new 
aeufement. She died of pneumonia in 1883 while 
nia-sing her yaungeri son, Philip, who was M wsth 
ty|**4d fever and who tohowed her to toe grave 
within m tow days. The family greatly loved Dr. 
Helmcken and remembered his kindness over the 
years and also the unfailing help they received 
from Mr. and Mrs. Sandover in too*e tost 
difficult years. 


PMrip Bratocur’* father, John, owned the 
farm on the south aide, nearer die existing 
airport- Hie land was easily cleared, being prairie* 
like country tor the most part. They cleared it by 
hand, there was no money to spare for stumping 
powder. John married Jane Dow swell, in Ontario, 
and Philip was their youngest son. bom in 1883 in 
what was later to become toe town of Sidney, 
Herbert, the eideri son, went to South Africa in 
1899 to fight in the Boer War. On his return he 
wety to the Yukon where he died while still a 
young man. Stanley, toe second son, loft the farm 
at an early age to practise his carpentering trade 
In Vancouver, B.C., but returned in 1917 and lived 
in Sidney until his death last year. There are two 
daughters, lily Thomas of Victoria arid Bertha in 
Oregon, both widows, and a step-daughter, 
Marjorie Smith, kving in Sidney. Philip lost his 
mother ri the age of seven and his father later 
remarried. 

Philip Brethour attended a school on Mffls 
road. There were about 60 pupils and one teache? 
for all grades. For one year he was taught 
by Arthur Currie—later Sir Arthur and re re¬ 
membered that he was a very good teacher indeed. 

In 1891 the town of Sidney was surveyed. A 
post of bee was established and two years late* 
came toe railroad, the famed Cord wood Speeded, 
Phjkp’j uncle, JuMus Bretoor, was a moving 
tikrk In toe building of toe railroad to Victoria 
and he served as president tor a year, without 
|»y. Julius gave 800 feet of his waterfront land, 
3,500 feet and a block deep, to the saw-mill which 
was later bum.

In 1912 John Brethour'* farm became pari cf 
Sidney and ths Victoria Rubber R<x»fing Company 
bought 800 feet cf waterfront from him.

When ths 
rritonari crime to an end and toe sawmill closed 
Assn all this waterfront property, which had been

Mr. BretikXjr remembered very clearly Ms 
boyhood day* in Saanich. He fished, went to 
otnmunity picnics an the islands, journeyed to 
Victoria with hi* lankly, a day’s trip by wagon ott 
burse and buggy and he boated. In those days g 
nwrtmri could be rented lor toe day for 25 cents. 
Few ef toe bc$*,' he said, learned to swim. A* s 
J'Jung man, he and his friends would go In to 
Victoria to a vaudeville show at the old Pant age*. 
Victoria used to have grand circuses in those 
day*, too, and key later went in by rafi for 50 
cents the round trip. 

The life wa* a hard one, the farm work was 
never-ending, but the coming of the railroad, said 
Fhiip Brethiur, wa* a boon to the farmers who 
went in for dairy cattle, shipping their cream by 
the Oordwuud Special. The monthly cream olieque 
was a godsend. Previously a boat had called in at 
Shoal Harbour ki North Saanich once a week to 
toke the farm produce to Victoria. 

In 1911 Philip left the farm and went mining 
in the Yukon for five years and returning in 1916 
he wen* oversea* with the 66th Buttery, 15th 
Brigade. C.F.A. He served In France where he 
W-as a shoeing smith. Ho had always loved horsed

It does not matter where the 
suggestion originated. The pro¬ 
posal that the Okanagan Histori¬ 
cal Society and the Boundary So¬ 
ciety should alternate their annual 
field days was a good one. It has 
been observed since 1962. 

Ghost towns at Camp McKinney, Fairvlew, 
Desdwood and Phoenix have been visited, and the 
Similkameen Valley from old Fort Kcremeos to 
Hedley explored. Last year it was Father 
Pandosy's Okanagan Mission and this year, on 
June 16. the Boundary Historical Society 
welcomed its Okanagan friends to picnic In a 
beautiful grove of trees at the toot of Christina 
Lake and later to vis* the Dewdney Trail Pax*. 

The 149-mile drive from Penticton to Cascade 
fa unique in ail Canada, not because of the 
scenery although viewe from Anarchist Mountain 
rival any vista on the continent, but because the 
drive not only follows the path of the 1860 Dewd- 
oey Trail for the hundred miles between Osoyoo* 
and Cascade, but also because it passes through 
three climatic life zones. 

South from McIntyre Bluff on B.C. 97, the 
Upper Sonoran life zone extends a slim finger Into 
Okanagan, and nowhere else In Canada. These 
desert lands, partly usurped by Oliver and 
Osoyoo* orchards, struggle against development 
which creep* like a blight over more of the Indian 
land east of the Okanagan River. Among the bird* 
peculiar to this Bfe none fa toe canyon wren, 
whose song once heard wiB never be forgotten. 
Antatope bush, commonly known as greasewood, 
fa the most conspicuous shrub. 

The Okanagan-SknOwmeen Parks Society 
and other nature groups are pressing to have this 
toy bit of Upper Sonoran desert, the only true 
desert in Canada, declared a park so that its 
onique ecology may continue undisturbed. Bi* it 
seems unlikely that this request wffl prevail over 
toe march cf so-called progress urging its 
conversion to vineyard or to crops which mature 
before those of the rest cf southern Okanagan. 

At Osoyoo*, where BC. S cresses Highway 97 
our way turned east up toe slope of Anarchist 
Mountain to climb from lake level —910 feet — 
to 4,405 feet at the summit. As the high gear road 
climbs In sweeping curves toe flora changes as It 
passes through the transitional zone to the 
Canadian zone. Mariposa Miles and phlox which 
decorate the lower slopes gave way to paint-brush 
and scarlet gilia near the summit. 

The open, rolling hffl* around Bridesville, an 
Important slop in trail and freighting days, seem 
unreal after the dry hillsides of Okanagan. Here 
the growing grain was green and the hay 
meadows rich with promise.

From BrldesvBle the reed winds downhill into 
Kettle Valley. The small community of Rock 
Creek lies at the bottom ol the hill where a Point 
of Interest sign on a small parking space 
proclaims that a little more than a century ago 
Rock Creek was booming and miners were 
turning the creek bed upside down and clawing 
into its banks in their frenzied quest for the 
yellow dust. 

Ihe road turns east at Rock Creek through 
the narrow Kettle Valley and its blacktop crosses 
and re-crosses the track of the old trail. Near 
Midway the river ducks into the United States 
only to enter Canada again at Grand Forks. But 
the highway and the oM trailway turn to follow 
Boundary Creek. Boundary Falk and Anaconda 
are ghost towns now but until the end cf Che First 


World War their molten sfag plies glowed Bke the 
fires of Hades. 

The power plant at Boundary Falls which 
furnished electricity to mine and mill k gone and 
even the slag heaip is nearly hidden by growing 
trees and brush. At Anaconda, on the outskirts of 
Greenwood, a parking and a Point of Interest sign 
teds a bit of the history of the slag dump under 
the tall stack. The smelter treated ores from 
Dead wood which lies not far behind. One day 
Deadwood will flourish again for there is mors 
copper in the Mother Lode and other claims than" 
ever was taken away. 

At Greenwood, Trans-Provincial No. 3, avoid* 
as much of the old town as possible. But 
knowledgable drivers will turn to follow a street 
which parallels the highway. The red brick post 
office, not unlike the one at Port Alberru. is 
worthy of otose examination and the government 
office, a block further down the street, was built 
when care and attention never gave way to haste. 
Ornate, perhaps, but splendidly finished inside 
and out in a manner which would tax the skill cf 
most modern day workers. 

It k 23 miles from Greenwood to ihe lovely 
valley at Grand Forks and from there a no the* 
dozen miles to Cascade. Again the highway 
ignores this BfctJe town now marked only by 
modern motels bordering the road. 

At one time it was known as Cascade City. 
An oM photograph taken in the 1890s shows 14 six- 
horse freight rigs stretched along the main street. 

It was an important rest stop in freighting day* 
for a mountain stood between Cascade City and 
West Kootenay. 

About 150 member* of the Okanagan and 
Boundary Historical Societies gathered on the 
picnic grounds at the foot of Christina Lake. The 
lake is one of the Boundary beauty and holiday 
spots, ft k becoming increasingly popular foe 
both summer and year-round living especially 
since the new high gear road shorten* the time 
while increasing the distance between West 
Kootenay and the lake. The aid road over the hil 
between Cascade and Rcssland was rather a 
fearsome thing at any time of the year. 

After lunqh and after renewing acquaintance 
with those, pethaps, not seen tor a year, Mrs. 
Roytance, president of the Boundary Society, 
welcomed the Okanagan guest* and those from 
ihe United States, among them members of the 
Okanogan County (USA* Historical Society from 
Orovllle, Omak and Molsotn. The guest speaker, 
Mrs. Heinreicfe of Omak, told some cf the 
experiences of her four grandparent* who were 
Okanogan County (USA) pionees* In the early 
days. 

The high spot of the day, at course Its histone 
purpose, was a visit to Dewd ney Trail Park. 
There are places along the 500-mile trail where 
Point of Interest markers and sometimes the lay 
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"Vancouver Island was saved by a miracle, 30 years ago. It was during the blazing 
hot summer of 1938 that the worst forest fire in Island history — the Great Fire — 
roared out of a Menzies Bay logpile to incinerate millions of feet of timber, dozens 
of homesteads and thousands of deer and other wildlife.

But for a whim of weather—a minor miracle—the historic holo- 
inansi might have consumed half of the Island , from north of Camp¬ 
bell Hirer to the Malahat. Perhaps beyond. 

The monster teas spawned by the longest drought in 64 years. 
Throughout the Pacific Northwest , it was the same , Oregon, Washing¬ 
ton t Idaho and mainland B.C. facing the worst fire season in mem¬ 
ory. Everywhere, the woods were tinder dry. To illustrate the explo¬ 
sive situation, authorities reported a B.C. forestry lookout man acci¬ 
dentally dropped his pick. When the steel struck rock, a spark in¬ 
stantly ignited the dry grass at his feet. 

When the Meiuies Bay blaze flared into Hfe out of control, Chief Forester E. C. Manning 
am tout sultry July day, 400 men went into action. 


Hours later, heavy winds had wrapped the line 
Into a galloping giant, tordng toe gallant 
•nefighters into full retreat. 

Within 48 hours, toe monster had spread out 
over several thousand acres. Although obviously 


expressed the hope that the 750 men now In the 
front lines, using planes, boats, trains, trucks, 
bulldozers and toovefe, would be able to confine 
toe growing holocaust. 

The third day saw his worst fears realized; 
Forte* Landing had been evacuated by residents, 
Campbell River faced knmedsate disaster. 
Despite 50 new men in the lines, the fire

By now the pail of smoke, fed by other 
Horthwest fires, was a mile high and had become 
■o thick that two ships collided off Port Angeles. 
Itte officers reported they had been blinded by 
flying ash. The "fog” reached as far south aa 
Portland, almost 400 miles. 

But the evening of July 19 brought hope to 
waary firefighters at Forbes Landing. Encircled 
by a solid wall of flame, escape along the tingle 
toad blocked, the vahant crew fought with their 
backs ft) the lake, trying to keep the buUnga 
aHi. 11 . il down wito a stogie pump One smoke- 
jytewd worker reported tilings "looked belter'* 
Baa befls-e He was wrong. 

Now the gargantuan blase covered 30,000 
Mrs. making it large* to Island recced. R m 
Juto toe beginning. 

Strong winds continued to fan toe front*, 
added by the lethal team of low humidity and dry 
timber, until the fire enveloped an area 10 miles 
atidr by 18 miles long — 180 square mles! 

Scattered about toe Island were 13 smaller 
tosses Fortunately, only one, near Nanaimo, woa 
—ahn ked. 


Provincial Police Inspector Robert 
tasried south to Victor* to deliver a f 
Depart to the govenznent.

Then, announced the Forest Service, despite 
ovary effort, the one-sided battle was being lost.

Rom settled areas. 

Suddenly, amazingly, toe wind dk! shift and 
Bscrease. Their prayers had been answered, If 
only for a while. But toe lull In the storm revived 
spirits; firefighters regrouped and returned to 
baiQe, hoping to turn toe 40,000-acre demon away 
freon Campbelhon and Camox Logging Company’s 
Camp 3. At the latter camp. 60,000.000 feet of cut 
lumber faced destruction. 

From HMC Destroyers St. Laurent and 
Ffcaser, anchored in Duncan Bay in case 
Courtenay and neighboring areas had to be 
wsocuated came 50 bluejackets to j*n belea¬ 
guered bucket brigades. Fifty more stood by to 
take toeir places at ■ moment's notice. 

The situation deteriorated by toe hour: 
Oomox Logging Camp and its 3,000,000 feet <rf 
prim*- lumber was gone. Elk Falls had been 
abandoned; only Forbes Landing taught on. Now 
toe flames were witoin 300 teet erf the pofxdar

Tire bead wave continued without ntikrf. 


smoke-shrouded Victoria recording 84 degrees. 
With toe holocaust now devouring 75 square miles 
and growing by toe minute. Provincial Minister of 
Lands A. W. Gray had no choice but to cjoee the 
woods from Sooke to Salmon River. His order 
ended all logging operations and revoked all fire 
permits. The harried minister reported "The 
situation on the lower coast is bought with more 
serious danger to life and property than has ever 
existed within toe experience of the lands 
department." 

Happily, his glum statement held one cheerful 
note. Elk Fails Park had been saved, despite 
gusting winds. The pork was “an oasis of green in 
a swamp of blackened cinders.*’ 

Now heading toe danger 1st was toe 
settlement of CampbeHton. 

The . . . heroic Fbrbes Landing was gone. 
Aimed with a single pump. ■ handful of 
firefighters had held the monster at bay lor four 
long, bitter days. But courage could not 
accongrtfato the Irnpantole. 

Ironic afiy, the resort inspired toe disaster’s 
most glowing account of heroism and its worst 
incident For police discovered toe tour-day battle 
had been cut dbort by sabotage. One thousand 
feet cf ps l cd e sa hose had been slashed, toe pump 
ruined by sugar In Its gas tank. Then the public 
le arne d no less toon a thousand men, most from 
tot ranks cf Vancouver unemployed, had been 
discharged for "tneffciency and unwfilngnesa to 
take toeir place in toe flretineo." 

Lands If Integer Gray hastened to commend 
toe majority baking toe lines. 

Now flames were re a ch i ng Bor Oomox Camp 
J’s 60,000,000 feet cf bucked timber.. Beyond lay 
green forest. If the Are reached ton lush 
woodland, toes* «*id be no stopping M. 
CtisnpbeBton remained untouched, although the 
slightest change of wind would doom her. 

Colonist headlines reported the inferno had 
"doubled Ms area of destruction -in right brief 
hours,” and was stalking communities on six 
fronts. Miners patrolled Cumberland and Bevan 
with shovels and wet sacks. A glum lumberman 
muttered: "We've never had anything to compare 
with toss before.” 

Courtenay prepared to evacuate. 

“As 200 picked loggers sprayed streams of 
water over toe logging village cf Headquarters to 
hold off a sWeahoo* that was roaring through 
40,000,000 fe* of bucked timber,” said The 
Colonist, "toe main Inferno struck inland, 
crowning through the treetops of Constitution HiH 
towards the fewest wonderland erf Forbidden 
Plateau.” 

Making it difficult to accurately estimate the 
fire's size wae toe blackened sky, which snowed 
grey ash on Vancouver. 

From scattered reports authorities kerned 
the Frankenstein had raged through another 
35,000,000 feet of bucked timber north of Forbes 
Landing, leap-frogged over trenches and was 
again charging beautiful Elk Fails Park. F\*ty 
mail ion feet of feHeri timber had vanished in 24 
hours; "billions of feet in virgin trees in one of 
toe province’s largest tracks of standing hires* 
apparently was to be its food for toe next few 
days.” 

From Victoria Premier PattuBo broadcast: 
"The oorrflagrotian Is the most serious in tha 
history cf the province. 

"Yesterday all logging operations In toe area 
and a®, campfire permits were cancelled. The 
government has taken every step for safety that 


can be devised to nope with the emergency. 
Beyond this, we can only appeal to the do* 
operation of the public. 

“The fire has spread more than 20 miles fts 
the vicinity of Campbell River and Courtenay, 
which are threatened at this moment. The dangcg 
is extreme. The woods are not safe for travel. 
Until toe present hazard abates, toe general 
pubic is requested to divert Its recreational 
outings to beaches and porks. Those ehas 
livelihood foroes them into die hush are requested 
to ah *ain from amoking or toe use at fire in any 
form. I exhort everyone in B.C. to take i*> a cum 
toot wit! Increase the fire hazard ” 

July 23, another shift in wind swept toe 
flames steam rolling toward Isolated Forbidden 
Plateau. Trucks and trains of Canadian Collieries 
stood by to evacuate Bevan. In Courtenay, 
firemen hosed down buildings as protection 
against sparks. Camped in toe oommunity park 
were 300 refugees from outlying areas, muatly 
Mennonite farmers. 

On the 20th day. a new outbreak was reported 
six miles north of Oyster River. Adding ft* 
authorities’ concern was evidence the late* 
conflagration was arson. Now the Island Highway 
bad been breached in two pieces, pilots describing 
the devastation as a "huge arm, 25 to 30 rrotea 
long, about 10 miles at toe lop and narrowing 
betow Quinsam River.” 

Adding international flavor to foe batik was 
news toot toe Royal Navy cruiser HMS Ydrk was 
speeding to assist the Canadian destroyers 
standing by at Campbell River. Enroute f*« 
ESqtrfmatt Bor a visit. Admiral Sir S. J. Meyrick 
had grariousfy offered his flagship's service If 
evacuation became necessary. 

At lost, k seemed as though nature had 
wearied of her rampage and decided to aid 
firefighters. Winds fe*. there was a promise -rf 
showers, and the great fire lost momentum. It 
She 2.000 combatants could hold the 1?S-«qunro« 
mile furnace Mationary. ft would burn itself out. 

Optimism ended abruptly when a Canadian 
Airways pilot, flying to ZebaHoa. reported smnka 
belching two miles into the sky. Isolated Vernon 
Lake. "practlcaHy Inaccessible'' to firefighters, 
was aMaze But toe four-day lufl bad permitted 
firemen to widen their breaks. Although 85 square 
males still burned, for the first time in two hitler 
weeks officials were confident at control. 

By the next day. file situation had reversed, 
rising winds beUowing flames on several fronts. A 
spot fire a mile from weary Bevan demanded 
Immediate attention. 

Then, finafly, rain! The light drizzle and 
Baiting temperatures meant the end at last for the 
Great Fire. Although the holocaust took weeks ft* 
burn itself out. the danger bad passed. 

Thirty years have rolled by since the last 
wisp of smoke of Vancouver Island's worst forest 
fire paled away in August, 1938 In those three 
decades, mother nature and the B.C. Fore* 
Service have done an excellent job of replanting, 
and thousands of acres once black and dead are 
again green and vibrant with life. 

The next time you are In the woods, camping, 
fishing or whatever, remember the Great Fire. 
Remember that only a miraculous change in 
weather saved half of the Island including 
Gomjfoefl River and other communities. From 
almost sure destruction. Then use your ashtray.

Apparently Sam Goldwyn had come with him

Mainly for the 
reason that Stoneman turned out to be a very 
prominent member of the famous Jockey Club, 
wHh Its membership reserved to 50, and the only 
honorary member, the Earl of Derby. 

In addition Stoneman seemed to have « 
terrrflkc insight into racing matters. In fact, such 
Bn Insight that he was just about toy out $100,000 
on a sure thing at Santa Anita. Of course it didn’t 
pass torough one window; he seemed to have the 
■ttlsty to spread it out in such a fashion that it 
didn't nudge the odds. Thto was a bit rich for 
Fordyce and Lamont, but they were suitably 
Impressed when top home won, Whait I mean to, 
toey saw the money. Bundles of it. 

It was a demonstration, however, that slipped 
Under their skin and when Stoneman suggested 
another certainty, each put up $30,000. Of course 
they had to wait a day until Fordyce got his funds 
from Victoria. 

They were in Reno when this investment was 
Ma de , and Stoneman went cot to grt fee winnings 
while Fordyce and Lamont dallied with a drink in 
the hotel room. Suddenly the door flew open and 
fe cr c stood Stoneman, atom toced. He managed 
to gasp out toe bad news. The horse bad lost! 
Lamont, toted with rage, leaped from his itoadr 
and seizing Stoneman by the lapels started to bat 
Mb head againat the waft, at toe same time 
■aoaMng Imprecatons. 6t was too much for 
Fordyce, who had to interpose and separate 
Itoenv Though he didn’t know It, he was getting 
J30.000 worth of acting! 

When toe reertormatfconi died down, It wm 
Anally agreed that Stoneman would go to New 
Yotte, get, the money to reimburse Lamont and 
Fctdyee Lamont woiAJ go wfih him to see that 
he did, wttite Fordyce went to MrmeopoMa to 
■wait the cash. At Minneapolis, all Fordyoe got 
was a wine from New York suggesting he rriix* 
to Vancouver where he wcxftd find the money 
waiting. At Vancouver, no money, and Mr. 
fb nfl y ce name to the sad realization tost be had 
been tektn. Like many ®toer« who found 
Innwlwa in such a circumattmce he didn't go to 
toe petooe. As is often the case the vfetim hates to 
Bdmit he has been duped. 

However he did adopt a sort <rt do-it-yourself 
attitude, and hired a private detective to run toe 
miscreants to earth. 

Though what follows is slightly unbelievable, 
nevertheless « is ail part of the record. Two 
yean later, on July 20, 1951, Fordyoe got word 
front hos private eye (whom we never did 
identify) feat If he was at a certain sprt In 
Vancouver's Stanley Park at a certain hour on a

Ftardyoe was there at the «pp>irrted time, and 
Is end behold, who should he Bee strutting across 
fee grass but Mr. Stoneman I Who spitted 
Vbrdyce and broke into a run. Fordyce, a one 
tone rugby player, took after him and brought 
trim down with a flying teckie. 

▲ cflty policeman on duty nearby thought fen 
sort of thing a bit much, and separating the pslr 
gat from Fordyce a crazy sounding story and at 
the same time wild protestations of mistakes 
Identity from Stoneman. 

It was too much for the policeman so he 
bundled fiem into his patrol ear and took them 
(m toey say) "down town." When Fordyce told 
hii extraordinary story to Det. Sgt. Gordon Grant 
In the OB, he wound up by flourishing In Gordon’* 
lane a warrant tor Stoneman's arrest, signed by 
Justice of the Peace Frank Trevor Oldham of 
Ocfcbte HSW. Cobble Hill rang a be2. This was a 
Job tor the B C. Police. He phoned toe oourthouee 
end Det. Carl Lodnux put In his appearance. 
Ledoux proroptiy figured two things.

I^doux brought Stoneman over to Victoria to 
lake the Seattle boat, and I believe Tom Monaltan 
of the U.S. Immigration wasn't too fussy about 
letting him enter.

A Petaluma Last 
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By JAMES K. NESBITT 

Next month Saanich will hold 
its 100th autumn exhibition J It's 
one of the longest-surviving j fall 
fairs in Canada. It started out 
modestly enough and now I if is 
big time, giving city folk a chance 
to observe country life, and sigh 
for the good old days of home¬ 
made butter and home-cured ham, 
and root houses filled with po¬ 
tatoes., beets, turnips, onions and 
parsnips. Today's young people 
know very little of these vege¬ 
tables. They much prefer frozen 
foods, and so do today's ho use- 
wives; frozen foods being easier 
than peeling root crops. How sad 
it is that more people don't know 
the joy of peeling root crops. In 
this there is a sense of great 
accomplishment, but no, it's old- 
fashioned and tiresome; frozen 
food may not taste so delicious, 
but it's easier, and that's that, 
alas! 

The Saanich agricuteuml aoriety was orgaiv 
t*xl in 1868, and the first fair was in 1869, *> 
1*68 s fair ia the 100th, though the 100th 
anniversary at toe Pi rat fair won’t be anti next 
year. Complicated, Isn't it, though that'* the way 
it works out. 

That first fair wm modest enough, Saanich 
wm so far out very few people from Victoria 
attended, for it would have taken three how* to 
drive out in the morning and three to drive home 
in the evening. Beside*, the roads were terrible — 
see* ■>{ dust, and if ft should rain, ocean* at mud. 
TV) get to Saanich and back In a day waa realty 
quin- smoothing, and very tew people dki it, 
except the Saanich Carmen When they bad I* 
cotnv t» town. 

The Oiionist paid very Httie attention to 
Saanich’s first faH fair: "Saanich agtlwitiwi 
meeting the association recently formed at 
Saanich held their first exhibition on Saturday, 
25th September, at Mr. Brown's farm. Prom 
various causes the show was leas copious than 
might have been Mahed; but altogether gave 
promise of a better result in future years. Some 
fine produce was exhibited — toe show of stock, 
though good as far as it went, was very limited. 
Prizes were awarded to (he foil owing — Messrs. 
R, Brown. Thomson, Wflfcams and Re«y. B&are 
sepa racing, a ploughing match was organized and 
a liberal subscription made to otter prize* tor 
future competition,” 

This first show may have been “lea* copious 
than might have been wished” because coal fever 
had struck Saanich, which, said its resident*, 
oouM very woTl turn out to be another Nanaimo. 
Many farmers left the fend to mine for ooai, but 
nerthtng came at it, and after file excitement they 
went back to their ©rope and their livestock. 

The Colonist told of the 1869 coal ru* oh the 
northern outskirts of Victoria, all wilderness then, 
today mostly a be d roo m suburb of Victoria city: 

"0>al at Saanich — Certain parties in tots 
town arc prospecting for ooai at North Saanich, 
uiWW circumstance* which g+ve them just reason 
to aniicij>ate final success. 

"Mr. Reed 0 # Saanich district arrived in town 
bringing to the parties concerned the cheery news 
. that tta scam found recently has auoceastoMy 
opened out four feet, nine inches thick. Instead of 
givinc out. it has formed a seam of splendid coal 
five feet wide. 

"There seems to be no reason to doubt toe

settlement are having a Jubilee over toe 
discovery cf their new wealth, a* it must 
necessarily be, beneficial to al. It Is tic* the 
accident at surface discovery, but the result of 
much labor and knowledge.” 

The coal rush soon petered out, and Saanich 
decided ft had better get back to its farming. The 
Saanich agriculture society held a spring meeting 
"ait Alphonse's Hntol—there warn a fair attend¬ 
ance—A. C. Anderson, president cf the society, 
oocupled the chair. 

"Mr. Butler (what would Saanich be without 
toe Butters’— they're stiW about In Saanich today) 
acted os secretary. 

"The meeting proceeded to toe etoctirm cf 
office™, as (btJows: President, William Thomson; 
treasurer, P. Imrio; se cr etary, G. S. Bolter. 

A. C. Anderson and WBBaxn Thxnson were 
ptwers In Saanich. Anderson, after a rugged life 
in toe interior wkh the Hudson's Bay Company, 
became a gentleman farmer In Saanich, aeftltog 
at Rosebank Farm, in west Saonfah, by toe 
shores at toe Inlet. 

WUfcm Thomson went to Saanich In the early 
1850s and founded Bannockburn Farm at Mount 
Newton. 

Andemon waa a pOler of Saanich fall fairs 
until his death in 1884, when The Colonial said: 
“Another pioneer has croaacd the Dark River, 
and joined the Great Majority on the other side. 

“Alexander Caulfield Anderson was one of the 
most tnteMectad and valued ptooeer citizens of 
the province. He was tarn In Calcutta and 
received a liberal eduoartton in England, and vrey 
early in Hfe entered the service of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company. In 1838 he married the eldest 
daugfitee of Mr. James Bimie cf Oregon. 

"On Saturday lost he was about, but looking 
pale and wan. On Monday he took to his tad ‘to 
newt for aiwftBe' as he expressed ft MmeoJf Alan! 
It proved an eternal rest to hte gentle spirit. Mr. 
Anderson was no ordinary man; he was a deep 


and clear thinker, a great togk**n, a prefiound 

scholar, and a writer of some cf the best 
descriptive pomplriets and essays on the province 
that have ever appeared. Had he remained to 
England he would have risen to eminence among 
the most learned men of Ms age. 

"He was foremost in anything that had for Its 
abject toe adva n cement of tote provAnee. 

"In the demise at Mr. Anderson the province 
has sustained a serious loos, IS tough he was in his 
71«t year. 

"The death of one so universally respected is 
Httie short of a public calamity. The old and the 
w*se are dying off fast. Is the material at band to 
Aid their vacant places? We doubt ft. 

"Mr. Anderson leaves a wife and family. His 
mother, aged 92. is atiH alive and well, at 
Georgian Bay, Ontario.” 

Several of the early-day Saanich fall fairs 
were held at Bannockburn Farm, a most 
hospitable place, where the boari! waa always 
groaning, and Mm, Thomson never knew bow 
many people would be staying for dinner, or for 
toe night. She always managed to cope. 

The >av*ishne« of Bannockburn was legend In 
Its day. There were weddings these, church 
sooteOs big dinners, concerts, dances that went on 
Into the daWn. One of the fall fairs at Bannock¬ 
burn was reported this way: — 

**—at toe farm of Mr. William Thomonn — 
was the best exhibition that has ever taken place 
In the district. 

"Hie ground was weB selected, and toe 
vegetables, cereals, fruits, dairy produce and 
manufactured goods were well arranged In a long 
end commodious building, the entrance to w hich 
was decorated with the Canadian and English 
flags. 

"A large number of liadtes. all c uuu ri itl sWy 
attired In the latest outdoor fashion, or style of 
dress, were on the grounds, and torir appearance 
added to toe pleasure and Interest of toe 
occasion. 

"The awarding cf (he prizes gave satisfaction. 
Undoudtedly, there were some who were 
disappointed, but where there were so many 
cart tie. horses and articles of such superior 
quality as were present at this show ft was 
difficult indeed to discriminate ao nicely aa to 
give no cause for any disappointment at al. 

“Upon toe whole the fair was a great success. 
The day was fine, the attendance was large, and 
especially did the people from the distant city of 
Victoria contribute largely to swell the numbers.” 

The 1870 fair was ait Bannockburn: "The 
attendance was large — the show passed off well. 
The show of livestock was very good, (here being 
some very fine breeds in meat cattle, sheep and 
hogs. 

“There were acme very fine rrtotons exhibited 
by Saanich's well-beloved and trusted A. C 
Anderson, the watermelons being from 19 to 20 
inches In length. 

"After the exhibition was over quite a 
number of gentlemen retired to Mr. Eckstein’s 
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BrteC where ■ really sumptuous dinner was 
prepared and partaken of heartily. •* 

“The chair was completely filled by James 
FeB, Esq. Amongst those present were Messrs. 
Thomas Harris, former mayor of Victoria, and 
himself now a Saanich farmer; Amor de Cosmos, 
William Thomson, A. C. Anderson, Hon. A. Rocke 
Robertson and Hon. John Robson. 

“Having done justice to the dinner the 
company, after drinking the health of the worthy 
host and hostess, returned to their respective 
homes, well satisfied with the success cf the lair 
and the general geniality of the dinner.” 

As early as 1858, 'Hie Victoria Gazette sent a 
reporter out into the wikis of Saanich to see what 
Was going on. 

He wrote: “Having crossed the south side of 
(he mountain (Newton) we arrived at the place of 
a settler named Thomson. 1 saw sever ai fine 
fields of grain, the wheat crop being especially 
good. We found these people, though surrounded 
with but few of the comforts of life, exceedingly 
hospitable and obliging.** 

One of the big family events at Bannockburn 
was a wedding in July of 1887: "On Wednesday — 

• large number of the residents of South Saanich 
assembled at St. Stephen’s Church to witness an 
event that has kept the people, especially the 
young, on the qui vive tor the last few month*. 

“Mr. R. L. Fraser, teacher at South Saanich 
achocl (later a much loved Victoria physician and 
surgeon) and Mias Lizzie 111001600 , a daughter of 
one of Saanich’s most respected pioneers were 
united in the holy bonds of matrimony by the 
Rev. W. H. Gregory (father of Oapt. With am 
Gregory of Victoria) in has usual impressive 
style. 

"The bride was given away by her father, 
Mr. William Thomson, and was supported by 
Miss Fannie Thomson, Bister of the bride and 
Miss Maude Butler, while Mr. J. C. McLennan, 
teacher of Surrey, held the spot of honor on the 
right. 

“The church was decorated by Mrs. Gregory, 
Mrs. Pagden and MSss Butler with flowers 
generously donated by Mr. G. A. McTavish. 

"The lovely bride was attired in cream nun’s 
veiling and lace, and the bridesmaids in pink, 
altogether presenting a charming group. 

“At the conclusion of the service the guests 
retired to the commodious farm residence 0 / Mr. 
Thomson where a sumptuous repast was in 
readiness. After affectionate adieus, the young 
couple, under a shower of rice and slippers, 
started by buggy for Victoria to take the steamer 
across the sound to begin the journey of wedded 
life, with fair prospects of a pathway strewn with 
loses, while the remainder of the party danced at 
Bannockburn untfl the sun showed his beaming 
countenance over the eastern hMk. 

“The bride was the recipient cf many costly 
presents. In addition to the Saanich friends at the 
event we noted Mrs. G. A. McTavish, Ncrth 
Saanich, Mr. and Mrs. Offerhaus, Mr. and Mrs. 
Maynard, Misses Pope, CuHen, Parks, Mouat, and 
Mr. D. Ker from Victoria, Mr. and Mrs. Pike 
tom MHtetream end Miss Reynard of Nanaimo.” 

By the 1890s, the Saanich fiaffl fair had become 

• Vancouver Island institution. 

Here’s how The Colonist raved about the 189? 
lair: "The farming district of Saanich has long 
ago established its claim to be ranked among the 
best on the Island, and no Victorian is so 
Ignorant of the advantages possessed by that 
favored locality as to question the ability of the 
fanners there to hold their own in die production 
of grain, roots, fruit, and, indeed, aM classes of 
•arm and garden produce. 

“To turn to the entries which give evidence of 
what may be termed the 'inside work’ of the 
farm, and which generally come within the 
domain of the 'good housewife’ the butter Is 
rimply amazing. 

“Twenty-five entries is a record even tar 
Saanich, long famous for its butter making, and 
•ie many maaks of the testing knife observable 
upon each of Hie entries give evidence of the 
difficulty the judges had in making their awards. 

“In the grounds, the horses certainly claim 
first mention. Some very excellent draught 
animals are shown and in the roadster class 
special mention should be made oi the black 
buggy horse for which Mr. F. Turgoose was 
awarded the first prize. 

“Rev. F. G. Christmas, whose fame as a 
poultry raiser extends far beyond the immediate 
vicinity wherein he is best known, has some 
ahodoe exhibits of Brahmas and Black Spanish, 
and easily captured the first prize in both these 
cfeBases.” 

The fair at Saanich always closed with a grand 
bail, that went on far Into the night. The Victoria 
and Sidney Railway ran cars back to Victoria at 3 
«.tn. — and what a journey into town that must 
have been!

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"And yet the Saanich farmers say that * 
would not pay them to grow tomatoes for the 
home market, as no better than three cents a 
pound could be had for even the very choicest 
article. 

"It might be that three cents a pound would 
pay well enough were the trade of Victoria and 
the other provincial cities to be procured In its 
completeness. The Saanich folk declare that Their 
district is eminently suited to tomato culture, and 
k would seem to the casual observer at this 
year’s fine fall fair lhat tomato growing In 
Saanich could prove • highly profitable new 
Industry." 


Among the guests at the 1897 fair and baH 
were Sir Mackenzie Bowell, who had been Prime 
Minister of Canada; Attorney-General D. M. 
Eberts, the MLA tar Saanich “and Messrs. Phillip 
Hanna and F. R. Gray, these two gentlemen 
being well-known Australian newspapermen.” 

Now, for one last mention of a Saanich fair, 
this one in 1898: "To those who live to the city 
and know the familiar excuse of the dealers that 
no tomatoes are available “because the steamer 
hasn't come from California’ it k a surprise to 
see the perfection in this fruit-vegetable that the 
Saanich growers have secured. 

“These Saanich tomatoes are well formed, 
well colored, lean and firm, and Infinitely better 
than any but the best of the California 
importation.

have always bom aware of the 
wisdom of the snail, and have voted

With the pawing of the years, the 
caravan arid covered wagons have 
gradusBy given place to fancier 
homes 4x1 wheel-?.

Arthur G. Sherman. wl» was a ( 
m a n u facturer of vaccines in Detroit, 
was one man blessed with the spirit 
of adventure.

By today's standards, it 
was ridiculously small; not much 
more tf>an a large box nine feet long 
by six feet wide. 

That animated holiday box, how¬ 
ever, whs to be the start of the 
mobile homes Industry in the States, 
lor it not long before Mr. 

Sher m an's friends were asking him 
to make trains tor them aa wdL 
As a result, Arthur Sherman rented 
a Enrage and hired two w m t u n e n 
and, with a capital of $10,000 he 
sSorted reproduction cf the original 
Sherman trailer. These trailer* w e re 
catted Covered Wagons, as was the 
company that produced them. They 
sold tor Vm each. A very far cry 
from today 1 * deluxe mode**. 


Of course, ft was not long bedim 
other American firms saw the 
wtofom of following Mr. Sherman'* 
lead. Then Canada too joined in toe 
scramble. So, a great new industry 
was bom. At first, the traders were 
iidsA, and were meant only tar 
vacations. However, before long they 
begin to be used in a much wider 
capacity. As homes tor on-tbe-«ipot 
construction workers they proved to 
be a boon Indeed. When Kithral first 
boomed, the first parson cum 
engineer assigned to the new town 
was told that his first rectory must 
be a trailer. 

With toe coming of mobile living 
came the traitor courts and toe 
mobile home parks. In the Lower 
Vancouver Island area there ha* 
been a steady in c r ea se over the past 
W years, and there are 10 per¬ 
manent porks now in use m toe 
Victoria area.

Prices can go as tow as $8,500 and 
as high as $12,000, There is a new 
motW on toe market, however, 
oalfcii a douttte-wide. This when set 
up has a width of 24 feet, and comes 
fully furnished at an appro*imato 
cost of $15,000. This latter model is 
excellent tor a family with mnaM 
children, though even the 12-foot- 
wides oontain a good sized living 
room with db li ng area; a kitchen 
which is a housewife’s dream; a luM 
bathroom with up-to-toc minute btflt- 
Id vanities; and two bedroom*. 

When one conskfere toat tor toe 
above price*, one’* home come* 
obwttutefy fully furnished, w*!h fitted 
carpets and drape* of your choice, 
plu* electric or gae stove, refriger¬ 
ator. washing machine and drier, ki

of living. 

MobHe home parks have cone

He mentions Russia, 
Poland, Japan and Britain as 
nations which are spreading out 
their operations. 

He calls for harvest of "the silver 
haul” in a planned, orderly, un¬ 
selfish fashion,” ... otherwise this 
marvellous bounty at the sea is 
going to dwindle to the point where 
fish will be as difficult to come by 
as in mediaeval tames.” 

He warns that with newly-devel¬ 
oped deep-water trawls “we shall

To log beyond Bear Creek involved 
the bridging of the Bear Creek 
canyon which was 24fl feef deep. 
At the time this was considered the 
highest wood bridge in the world. 

For a number of years Bear Creek 
village was an important com¬ 
munity. In the village there were the 
company’s shops and offices, the 
quarters for the employees, dwelling 
houses fur the citizens, a school and 
community haU. The village was 
linked by telephone from Shawnigao 
Lake. 

Although Bear Creek was the 
farthest point where the rails ex¬ 
tended from Port Renfrew, the rails 
went several miles further south

FPC a Whole Fish Protein Concentrate 


NEW FOOD for HUNGRY MILLIONS 


By GREGORY BANGS 

In the near future, sooner than 
most people realize. Fish Protein 
Concentrate , British Columbia s 
low-cost protein , from the sea 9 
may play an important role in 
offering hope for the world's 
undernourished millions , <m well 
as averting what appears to be 
a possible food scarcity in North 
America. 

According to fM accounts, the world is 
expected to play gracious host to swarms of 
human beings withj lithe or no room left over tor 
them on jam-packed streets. If we are to believe 
the pessimists ne«Jv ctdes wiM spring up over 
green pastures am luxuriant farmlands, which 
leaves only mountain tops to be plowed and 
harvested. 

To supply our (neat and dairy needs there is 
one ci w f.«r every two people, and half o t the 
cattle arc beef animals. There are hw-fifths as 
many hogs and tw i-fifths as many sheep as there 
are peuplc. but m<^t sheep are kept for their wool 
rather than for food. 

To take a very, good tottie example at what's 
happening down at the farm, animal wastes are 
already polluting laid, rivers and lakes. Chemical 
fertilizers — a mixed blessing — soH cheaper 
than raw organic manure, which cannot be 
profitably processed In outlaying areas, keeps 
piling up and draining away. Many farmers 
frankly admit they) don’t know how to solve die 
garbage problem. 

Scarcity of arable land as wei! as available 
pasturage for farm animal grazing oan only mean 
die sea must be intensively exploited tor future 
food requirement*. Nutritionists say that FPC 
additive in prepared foods may be the answer 
we’re linking for. H flieae exports know what 
they're talking about 1 h«s will mean an Important 
?uie in die B.C. fish mduslry, 

The problem mainly was to develop a htgh- 
peotoin P*xi which could be processed in a 
regional plant at low coat. Wholesale costs must 
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range between 25-30c per pound. A suitable plant 
would cost 52,000,000 to build and would be 
destined to process 50-100 tons of raw fish daily 
for a potential market of at least 3,000 tons to 
supply the Canadian market. 

This was only a statement ci the problem. 
Before FPC could be made acceptable to 
consumers offensive odor and flat flavor had to 
be eliminated. The researchers' dilemma was 
how to concoct a palatable food from scrap cod, 
herrings, capelin, skate and <k>g-ffish, and still 
retain high nutritional protein value. In the end 
raw fish was processed by lengthening its heat 
treatment. 

Canadian scientists tested various methods 
and by 1957-1958 they had produced an odorless 
mixture. But a mixture of water and fish meal 
yielded a gelatinous mass that formed an 
unsatisfactory cake Inadequate washings as well 
as other factors affected variations in color and 
odor but someone got the idee to remove excess 
water by adding isopropanol. 

Isopropanol not only removed the water and 
permitted fish cakes to dry more quickly but it 
also helped to preserve the raw material fir up to 
three months. This process can tie modified 
according to ofl content In fish and" achieve a 
quality standard for the best FPC. Its originators 
claim this new FPC can be adapted to fit into 
diets of aH people across the world. 

Many low-cost mixtures are now being tested. 
Macaroni, tor example, with five per cent FPC 
added to the flour raised protein content to an 
Interesting nutritional value. After preparation 
the macaroni had a neutral flavor and only the 
slight odor was detected. Some researchers 
believe that protein content could be increased up 
to 30 per cent without affecting flavor. 

Aside from productive procedures, an im¬ 
portant problem was how to persuade people in 
backward countries where dietary habits remain 
unchanged over the centuries to accept an inova¬ 
tion. And in addition, FPC had to be odorless and 
flavorless before the North American food indus¬ 
try agrees to touch it. One requirement to be met 
is to market a product with microscopic fat con¬ 
tent, certainly below 0.2 per cent and possibly 
well below 0.1 per cent. 

Further experiments with improved FPC in 
convenience foods such as baby preparations, 
dried mixes, soups and desserts showed these 
fo-ids could absorb FPC additive up to 20 per cent 
without affecting Savor. Researchers te-M us that 
at a minimum content of 80 per cent protein 
content in a particular food FPC would be 
cheaper to use than other animal products. 

Newly developed synthetic flavors, which 
already give toy products a beef flavor and to 


cakes a chocolate flavor, can also if need be-— 
make unpalatable foods, containing FPC supple¬ 
ment, taste like honeycake. 

One synthetic flavor company expects to in¬ 
vest nearly $6,000,000 this year on research. Com¬ 
petitors also contemplate high expenditures which 
indicates the seri-ius attitude this industry bu* 
taken to meeting ti»e food shortage problem. 

Yeast, single cell algea, petroleum products, 
oil-seed press cake, soy- beans, and green grass 
continue to get little more tlian a nod from 
scientists because many production problems 
remain unsaved. Fish still off era the cheapest 
protean source. Six tons of fish produce one ton of 
meal. 

Predictions indicate full-soaOe FPC production 
within five years. Markets for R will get a head 
start in North America and then spread to 
backward villages across the globe. Initially, 
production wiH be a public service, possibly 
funded by the government; otherwise, it will take 
many years and big investment to build a FPC 

industry. 

The proposed plant should operate without 
seasonal fluctuation, and the basic cost of fish 
meal to the processor should hover in «>e 
neightn>ri*x>d of one cent per pound. Fish oil can 
be suM as a by-product and fish flesh for 
concentrate processing. Most of the processing 
techniques are established now except for tfte 
actual debuning of fish, a major obstacle because 
bones affect properties of FTC. 

New seif-replenishing sources of protein from 
the sea get high priority because each of the 
3,000.000.000 people on earth requires about 70 
grams of protein per day. The job Is formidable. 
Just to maintain a minimum health standard 
we ll need about 76.000,000 tons of protein yearly. 
When work! population levels out to an expected 
30,000.000.000 well have to find 760,000.000 tons of 
protein. The human diet requires at least 30 
grams to exis-t, less than 15 grams verges on the 
danger zone of survival. 

Bread and macaroni are quite bland foods, and 
do not absorb FPC as readily as heavily flavored 
products containing chocolate or fruit. But 
accepted bread standards vary across the world 
and where refined flour is not so demanding as in 
the U.S. FPC could be added with little difference 
in the bread flavor and certainly would 
considerably increase its nutritional qualities. 

None know the exact date when beefsteaks wU 
become a legend, but somewhere in-between 
nutritionists speak offhandedly that FPC is bound 
to play an accentuated role in our diets. Working 
to more extensive harvesting of the ocean, 
researchers look to B.C. fisheries to olose die 
food gap. 
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
